In 1925 
Landacre and his wife, Margaret McCreery, settled in Los Angeles where he enrolled in drawing courses at the Otis Art Institute and in his spare 
time studied the art of printmaking. Margaret, in awe of her husband's gift, shared his work with Jake Zeitlin who launched Landacre's career by 
hosting his first exhibition at his local bookstore. Zeitlin was not only an enthusiastic bookseller, but he was also a lover of the printing process 
itself. Throughout his life, he supported an array of artists and their creative processes. He later co-founded the Rounce & Coffin Club which 
actively encouraged fine printing in Southern California regions. Through his relationship Zeitlin, Landacre became acquainted with Delmar and 
Mary Lou Daves who greatly championed his work and were among his earliest and most loyal collectors. With the support of the Daves and 
Zeitlin, Landacre was able to seriously pursue a career in printmaking and is now remembered as one of America's finest wood engravers.

While the 
subject portrays sorrowfulness, it is rather a reflection of the artist's 
deep sadness that consumed him during these years. Dr. Gachet, a 
over of the arts and dear friend of early impressionist artists, moved 
to Auvers-sur-Oise at the request of the artist's brother, Theo, to care 
or him upon the recommendation of Camille Pissarro. The doctor 
was also an amateur etcher and provided Van Gogh the opportunity 
to experiment with etching for the first time, by offering his own hand 
press, etching plate and needle. 


Van Gogh sent copies of the etching in letters to his brother and artist 
friends to which they would respond enthusiastically, praising him for 
this new effort. In one letter, Van Gogh's brother responded saying 
"and now | must tell you something about your etching. It is a true 
painter's etching. No refinement in the execution but a drawing on 
metal. | find it a very beautiful drawing." 


Van Gogh thoroughly enjoyed his experimentation with prints. It is 
documented that he planned to make six etchings of subjects inspired 
by his time in the South of France which Gachet would print. He even 
proposed making a series of reproductions of Gaugin's Martinique 
paintings. If not for an early death, Portrait of Dr. Gachet would be an 
indication of a new beginning for the artist, rather than the crowning 
glory of his graphic oeuvre.

The following Conditions of Sale, as amended by any 
published or posted notices or verbal announcements 
during the sale, constitute the entire terms and conditions on 
which property listed in the catalog shall be offered for sale 
or sold by Bonhams & Butterfields Auctioneers Corp. and 
any consignor of such property for whom Bonhams acts as 
agent.

Such 
arbitrator shall make all appropriate disclosures required by 
law. The arbitrator shall be drawn from a panel of a national 
or international arbitration service agreed to by the parties, 
and shall be selected as follows: (i) If the arbitration service 
has specific rules or procedures, those rules or procedures 
shall be followed; (ii) If the arbitration service does not have 
rules or procedures for the selection of an arbitrator, the 
arbitrator shall be an individual jointly agreed to by the parties. 
If the parties cannot agree on an arbitration service, the 
arbitration shall be conducted by Judicial Arbitration and 
Mediation Services, Inc. (“JAMS”) or another national or 
international alternative dispute resolution (“ADR”) provider 
of Bonhams’ choice, and the arbitrator shall be selected in 
accordance with JAMS’ Streamlined Arbitration Rules and 
Procedures or the rules of the other ADR provider selected 
by Bonhams. The arbitrator's award shall be in writing and 
shall set forth findings of fact and legal conclusions.

B. The parties shall submit written briefs to the 
arbitrator no later than 15 days before the arbitration 
commences;

() Requests for no more than 10 categories of 
documents, to be provided to the requesting party 
within 14 days of written request therefor; (II) No 
more than two (2) depositions per party, provided 
however, the deposition(s) are to be completed within 
one (1) day; (II) Compliance with the above shall be 
enforced by the arbitrator in accordance with New 
York law; 
D. Each party shall have no longer than eight (8) 
hours to present its position. The entire hearing 
before the arbitrator shall not take longer than three 
(3) consecutive days; 
E. The award shall be made in writing no more 
han 30 days following the end of the proceeding. 
Judgment upon the award rendered by the arbitrator 
may be entered by any court having jurisdiction 
hereof.

If within one (1) year from the date of sale, the original buyer
